HEADS OF STATE 
SCHOOL SYSTEMS 
DISCUSS NEW ACT 


Discussion of budgeting systems, 
which must be put into operation by 
all local school systems in the state 
at an early date, occupied a large

intendent of Schools Fort E. Land, 
Friday and Saturday.

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Marked improvement in dairying 
conditions in Atlanta have been 
made since passage of milk control 
laws by council and dairymen are 
cooperating in carrying out the pro- 
visions of the law, according to H. 
D. Lucas, chief of the food and dairy 
division of the city health depart- 


ment. 
| In a statement Saturday, Chief 


Lucas reviewed the conditions exist- 
ing before passage of laws declaring 
they were intolerable. He told in 


detail the cause which led to: the 
production of impure milk. 

In peinting out present conditions 
Chief Lucas _said : 

*~” dairy barn designed for nothing 
but milking. No overhead grain stor- 
age except on tongue and grooved 
flooring; cobwebs removed dai.,; if 
necessary. 

“Concrete floors, feed troughs and 

gutters: walls whitewashed and kept 
elean all the time, running water un- 
der pressure to wash up floors, etc., 
daily;. manure taken 150 feet from 
dairy in a wheelbarrow, or spread’ 
on field directly daily, Everything 
as clean as your own home at all 
times. The dust of the feed room is 
kept out of barn by a partition, when 
it is located in. end of barn: or’ bet- 
ter yet in a separate building with 
not less than 20 intervening feet be- 
tween it and dairy, thus allowing an 
air space to keep dust from dairy 
rn. 
“The -cows come into barn, 
eurried, brushed, their udders wash- 
ed with a pail of clean water’ and 
cloths, and the whole cow then spray- 
ed by hose water under pressure to 
remove loose hair, dust.. etc., not re- 
moved by cloth and water.”

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Constitutionality of the special oc- 
cupation tax levied on dealers in coal, 
coke, wood and lumber under the gen- 


eral tax act of 1923 was upheld in a 
handed down Saturday by 
the Georgia supreme court. The case 
was that of the. Georgia-Carolina 
Lumber company, against Comptroll- 
er General William A. Wright, as the 
tax collecting officer for the state. 

The law levies on dealers in the 
commodities mentioned according to 
the population of the city in which 
they do business. In towns of 1.000 
to 10.000 population the tax is $10; 
from 10,000 to 20,000, $50, and others 
$100. 


The lumber company attacked the 
constitutionality of the act on two 
grounds. First, it claimed the law 
was unconstitutional. The firm held 
it only cut the lumber in Georgia and 
shipped it to customers jn other 
states. The supreme court held that 
the interstate traffic law only con- 
cerned the shippers of the goods, and 
that an occupational tax on the deal- 
er in these goods, whether purchaser 
or seller, was an incidental state tax 
to be levied at discretion of the state. , 

The second ground for pleading un | 
that, because 
the tax varied according to the popu- 
lation of the town or city where the 
business was located, and exempted 
entirely dealers in towns of less than 
1,000 population, it was not a uni-| 
form tax on the same class of tax- 
payers. 

The supreme court held-it was well 
within the jurisdiction of the legis- 
lature to grade occupation taxes on 
the population of the locality where 
Justice 
Samuel C. Atkinson and H. Warner 
Hill dissented on part of the decision. 

It is understood that the plaintiff 
in this case expects to appeal the de- 
cision to the United States supreme 
court.

report public, and he is expected to 
refer it to Secretary of War Davis, 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine and 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover for 


their opinions to aid the president in 
submitting recommendations to con- 
gress. 

The report consists of 16 pages, 
with a 50-page appendix, in which 
the whole Muscle Shoals question is 
discussed in detail. It is probable that 
the reports will not. be made public 
until the president presents his recom- 
mendations to congress. The house 
resolution under which the president 
created the commission requested the 
chief executive to appoint the commis- 
sion to study the Musele Shoals prob- 
lem and submit recommendations for 
the property’s disposition. The presi- 


| dent was'asked to send-these recom- 


mendations, together with his. own, to 
congress for legislation. 
Recommend 50-Year Lease. 


It became known tonight that the 
majority report recommends leasing 
Muscle Shoals to a private corpora- 
tion for operation for not more than 
50 years; but in the event of failure 
to obtain a suitable lease, the report 
recommends temporary government op- 
eration to demonstrate the practicabil- 
ity of operating the property for the 
production of nitrogen to used 
for fertilizer and ammunition. If the 
government demonstrates that nitro- 
gen can be produced profitably, the 
majority holds that numerous private 
corporations would then be willing to 
take over the property under the gov- 
ernment’s terms. 

If the operation should prove un- 
profitable, the majority report recom- 
mends. that the whole question be re- 
ferred to congress for settlement. The. 
report points out that if congress 
wishes to abandon Muscle Shoals as 
an instrument of national defense, the 
whole governmental expenditure can 
be recovered by the sale of power 
that is now being generated from the 
Wilson dam. 

The report of the majority also 
holds that Muscle Shoals should be 
used for national defense and for 
the production of cheap fertilizer for. 
the farms as originally intended, un-

“That courage and vigor still char- 
acterize the vision of our farmers and 
that we are dane for and economic re- 
naissance is well evidence by what is 
taking place along educational lines: 
as they pertain to agriculture. It is 
a pleasure, therefcze, to direct the at- 
tention of the public to the significant 
and wholesome facts relative to this 
matter which follow. 

“The attendance upon the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture has again 
broken all records. The enrollment 
for the year has passed the 2,800 
mark.

them entered the teaching profession 
than anything else. The people of the 
state will no doubt be interested to 
know therefore that the college is now 
furnishing a considerable per -cntage 
of the highest type of specialists and 
teachers employed in the state. In 
other words, as a service institution, 


it is extending a beneficial and help- 
ful influence upon both rural, indus- 
trial and urban enterprises. It is, 
therefore, giving leadership not only 
to agriculture, but to many of the 
allied vocations as well.’ The demand 
for trained men and women still re- 
mains far in.excess of the supply. 

“More than 70 per cent of those en- 
rolled in the college are earning a 
part or all of the money required for 
their education. This is indecd a pa- 
thetic picture and shows the cour- 
ageous effort put forth by our boys 
and girls to prepare themselves as 
leaders in their chosen field of sery- 
ice. It.is the best evidence that the 
state should provide funds to enable 
our institutions of higher learning to 
do away with all fees. At the pres- 
ent time, many boys and girls are de- 
barred from entering this college in 
particular, on account of the entrance 
fees. 

“It has been necessary to charge 
these fees in order to support the in- 
stitution and maintain its ranking as 
an A-1 grade college. The teaching 
| division of the agricultural college has 
not been accorded the generous sup- 


j Port the fundamental importance of 


Georgia’s primary industry should en- 
title it to receive. 

“The appropriations for mainte- 
nance given to the ccllege are much 
less than the sums accorded many 
other institutiong of higher learn- 
ing in the state. Ours was the 
only institution of that type in Geor- 
gia which fajled last summer to re- 
ceive a substantial increase in its sup- 
port funds from the general assembly 

“In spite of that fact, it is still 
drawing its students from all over the 
state of Georgia and continies to 
make the same amazing growth which 
has characterized its development dur- 
ing the last 15 years. 

“The variety of opportunities it is 
according the youth of the state is 
well illustrated by the number and 
type of the 300 fundamental train- 
ing courses it is offering. At the 
present time, there are 10 enrolled 
in the graduate school. Sixty-one 
are pursuing the courses leading to 
the degree of B. S. A.: 18. the de- 
ree of D. V. M.; 21, the degree of 
orestry; 76, the degree of B. 8S. H. 
E.; 65 are taking work in the di- 
vision -of physical education. 

“Two hundred and twenty-six were 
enrolled in the collegiate summer 
courses; 648 girls and 970 boys at- 
tended Camp Wilkins, which was op- 
erated from June 1 to September 1 
or for a period of three months. The 
first course ever offered for farm 
women in Georgia was inaugurated 
last June and was attended by 77. 
Two hundred and fifty adult farmers 
were enrolled in the special market 
conference held during August. Two 
hundred and eighty-three boys were 
enrolled in the Southeastern § Fair 
school. The record of attendance for 
the year is naturally far from com- 
— 

‘It fs evident, however, that more 
than 5.000 persons will receive some 
systematic and definite instruction on 
the campus of the institution here at 
Athens this year. Already some 50 
women have signified their intention 
of taking up work in home economics 
after Christmas. Vocational week 
will assemble 250 boys from many 
different localities throughout the 
state. 

“The January farmers’ week con- 
ferences will be attended by not less 
than -1,000 individuals. It is a dis- 
tinct achievement for any institution 
to intimately tonch and reach down 
into the lives of 280,000 individuals 
within a period of 12 months. 

Taney 25,000 Club Members. 

‘Aside from the remarkable work 

which is being done on the campus 
at the college, it is directing the work 
of the extension division throughout 
the state. At least 25.000 boys and 
girls are enrolled in the club activi- 
ties, which have been carried on a 
more successful basis than ever before 
during 1925. Club activities and 
leadership have made a profound im- 
pression upon the status of our farm- 
ing operations. Two hundred and 
fifty thonsand additional adult men 
and women resident upon the farms 
situated in all parts of Georgia have 
also been reached and several in an 
acceptable manner. 
“The motto of the college ts ‘to 
serve, and it has taken the state of 
Georgia for its campus. How well it 
is carrying its pu into effect and 
how completely it reaches and covers 
the state is clearly evidenced by the 
foregoing facts.”

MORE AUTOMOBILES ON 
STREETS ThlS WINTER 


More automobiles will be on the 
streets this winter than ever before, 
according to information that has been 
received from the federal government 
and from automobile dealers’ asso- 
ciations. The latest federal count of 
automobiles discloses the fact that 
there are 1,140 pleasure cars being 
driven this year for every 1,000 that 
were in use last year at this time. 
Automobile dealers report a tremen- 
dous increase in the number of closed 


cars sold in comparison with the num- 
ber of open ones, all of which means 
a tremendous increase in jthe volume 
of traffic in large communities. 

One of the principal results of that 
increase has been to make municipal 
tratfic problems more difficult of so- 
lution than ever. In the-serious busi- 
ness of solving those problems the 
traffic commission of Chyago—where- 
in motor congestion has reached a 
very acute stage—has declared that 
safety must be a basic factor. 

With the approach of winter the 
hazard of driving an automobile has 
increased many fold and the commis- 
sion in several of the more aggres- 
sive cities are making efforts to re- 
duce the hazards by checking up on 
the number of accidents in which 
either persons or property are dam- 
aged due to skidding. In fact, the 
largest cab company in the world has 
spent this year $150,000. in order to. 
prevent the skidding of its thousands 
of-cabs on: the wet or icy streets and. 
according to published statements of 
the company, it has equipped all its 
cabs with skid chains of the Weed 
type—which may be put on in a mo- 
ment—and every driver has been in- 
structed that there can be no com- 
promise with safety. 

Indeed the company has gone so 
far as to give to the public the as- 
surance gained from the company’s 
vears of experience and testing that 
“the skid chain is the only device 
that has ever been perfected to stop 
the slipping of motor cars on wet 
streets.” 

Recent reports of accidents in Chi- 
cago show that many of the worst 
ones are due to the inability of the 
driver to stop his car unequipped 
with skid chains on wet or ice-coy- 
ered streets. The great sddition. of 
cars that will be in operation this 
winter make it the more imperative 
for every precaution to be taken that 
will insure complete control of the 
car. A skidding-ecar is absolutely. un- 
controlléd—it is a social and eco- 
nomie. menace which might b® so 
easily avoided by the use of: chains 
that a widespread campaign of edu- 
cation has been inaugurated to teach 
drivers that after watchful caution 
the elimination of skidding is the 
most essential factor in safe driving. 


LEAGUE TO MODIFY 
PROHI LAWS BEGINS 
CAMPAIGN HERE 


The Rational America league, spon- 
sor of a move to modify the Vol- 
stead act to permit manufacture and 
sale of light wines and beer, this week 
will open a campaign in Georgia in 
support of its drive. Albert J. Kum- 
mer, national organizer, arrived in 
Atlanta Saturday and outlined what 
the league hopes to accompligh. 


It is necessary, Mr. Kummer said, 
to obtain sufficient signatures to a 
petition to influence action of con- 
gress on a bill which will be intro- 


cember. Copies of that petition, he 
said, have been prepared for distribu- 
tion in Georgia and circulation of 
them will begin by state organizers 
within a few days. ‘It calls for mod- 
ification of the Volstead act to per- 
mit the sale of light alcoholic bever- 
ages under control of the United 
States government. 


The Rational American leagne, Mr. 
Kummer* said, has a membership of 
3,000,000. persons, all of whom have 
joined within about two years. No 
contributions are solicited, he said 
each member contributing to expenses 
incurred by voluntarily paying a dol- 
lar each year. A membership of 5.- 
000,000, he said, is desired before the 
petition now being circulated is pre- 
sented to congress. %

Rarely has the college crowd ever 
had a greater pleasure than that of 
hearing the debating team of Oxford 
university, England, cross lances with 


our very own Emory boys. Our 
hearts burned within us with great 
pride when we learned that these 
men from our Georgia university were 
going to combat representatives from 
this age-old English institution, so 
replete with the mellowness of cen- 
turies of cultural endeavor. 

The subject for this debate was: 
“Resolved, That this house favors 
the recognition of the present regime 
in Russia.” 

The speakers were H. J. 8S. Wedder- 
burn, a Scotsman; R. H. Berneye, a 
Wilshman, and G, B. Liloyd-Jones. 
The Emory men were I). A. Lock- 
miller, J. 1. Maxwell and Ralph Wil- 
liams. 

The audience represented the lite- 
rati of the city. There were present 
the Carnegia library heads, members 
of the bar, the clergy, college profes- 


sors and many stragglers, ad libitum, 
interested in this discussion. 

Soviet Russia crying for recognition 
as a world power! , 

It is a tremendous question with 
many points of merit and demerit 
worthy of serious consideration. There 
is no weightier nor more far-reaching 
problem in the world’s big complex to- 


ay. 

India, China, Japan, Italy, Ger- 
many, England and many other na- 
tions are affected by bolshevik propa- 


ganda, which is so unceasingly and re- 
lentlessly being distributed. Since 
conservative England has granted the 
recognition which Russia so much 
wants, she now hopes the same from 
America. Accordingly, propaganda to 
the effect that certain negotiations be- 
tween the two countries would inean 
many extra millions, through trade, 
annually, in our coffers, is being given 
out by revolutionary Russia. 

In this debate the negative side 
brought out the points of Russia’s ut- 
ter failure of meeting national finan- 
cial responsibilities, of her absolute 
lack of appreciation of international 
obligations, of a highly-developed na- 
tionalism and a rabid ambition, like 
unto Germany's of old, of extending 
her domain and power widely. One 
negative enthusiast even ventured the 
statement that draping the dome of 
the capitol at Washington with the 
red flag of the bolsheviks would not 
be too much to expect from them. The 
affirmatives, realizing, perhaps, their 
lack of vital argumentative matter, 
maintained largely an aggressiun along 
humanitarian lines. |

own immortal Wilson's world-renown- 


ed slogan, “the world safe for democ- 
racy,” as the most compelling thought

He also cited the spiritual part Amer- 
ica played in the late war under the 
guidance of the same wonder-leader 
and urged a like attitude toward this 
obstreperous world-child—Russia. 

The Oxford union method of con- 
ducting a debate was employed, which 
allowed no rebuttal,-and gave the op- 
portunity of discussing and also of 
deciding the question under discus- 
sion. The points of advantage and 
of disadvantage are easily discernible 
here. A verdict handed out by calm 
minds, thoroughly conversant with the 
subject, if they haven't come by their

possibility of proper enforcement. We 
stand for law and for this law as a 
part of our constitution. We stand 
for a stricter accounting of all offi- 
cers entrusted with the enforcement of 
the law.” 


The United Lutheran church de- 
clared: “We would call attention to 
the constant necessity of enforcement 
laws on the part of congress to render 
all constitutional provisions effective. 
It is the duty of Oral citizens every- 
where within the United States to 
abide by constitutional provisions and 
in laws passed by congress relating to 
their enforcement.” 


“The general conference of the Meth- 
odist church in May, 1924, expresses 
its conviction in these words: “The 
Methodist Episcopal church records 
its grateful thanks to Almighty God 
for national consttutional prohibition 
of the liquor traffic. That for which 
we have. stood and still stand before 
the world, the orderly rule of the ma- 
jority, under a reign of law, must and 
shall be maintained regardless of all 
who oppose or whatever its preserva-: 
tion may cost.” 


The international convention of the 
Discicles of Christ has stated: “For 
the work of the coming year we recom- 
mend that the chief business of the 
board of temperance and social wel- 
fare be the creation of sentiment in 
every community for the loyal and ab- 
solute ,enforcement of the 18th amend- 
ment.” 


The northern Baptist convention in 
July, 1925, passed the following reso- 
lutions: | 

‘*Resolved, That we most earnestly appeal 
to our people as Christians, patriotic and 
law-abiding citizens, to show by their atti- 
tude and conduct a real passion for law 
obedience and law enforcement and a de- 
termination to safeguard our great charter 
of freedom at all time: and be it further 

**Resolyed, That we demand in no uncer- 
tain way that all public officials, especially 
our senators and representatives in congress, 
use their powers in the enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment, remembering that it 
is a part of the fundamental law of the 
land and was adopted by the largest ma- 
jority over given for any aniendment; and 
be ,it further 

‘‘Resolved, That we will as {ndividuals, 
by influence and example, uphold the laws 
of our land and use the privilege of the 
ballet to bring about this most needed re- 
form, and that we will pray and work 
earnestiy to the end that the liquor traffic 
may be entirely uprooted in our land and 
throncghout the world.’’ 

The Methodist Protestant church, at its 
general conference in 1924, gave the fol- 
lowing testimony: ‘‘Since the coming oef 
prohibition our institutions for higher edu- 
cation have been crowded as never before, 
our prosperity as a nation is the wonder 
of the world. Not only has our material 
wealth increased, but statistica show that 
the church of Jesus Christ has taken on 
new life and more members have been re- 
ceived into the Protestant churches of 
America since national prohibition than in 
any previous year in the history of the 
churches in this country.’’

Issues Letter of I mportance 


Mrs. Z. V. Peterson, president of 
the fifth district council ot Parent- 
Teacher associations, issues the fol- 
lowing letter to associations in the 
district: | : 

“We are beginning what will be one 
of the most important years in parent- 
teacher work. In ‘he spring of 1926 
the National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers will meet in Atlanta. <As a 
matter of state pride, we wish Geor- 
gians to make a splendid showing. We 
are doing a big work in Georgia. but 
Georgia has never taken her rightful 
place among the states because we 
have not kept an accurate record of 
our activities.

Is Discussed by Mrs. Winter 


The housekeeper has her cook book, 


the merchant his trade journar and 
the professional man his reference 
books, but the woman starting out to 
do club work had no manual that would 
give her all of the necessary informa- 
tion needed to organize, and carry 
on an organization that would be suc- 
cessful until Mrs. Alice Ames Winter 
supplied that need in her new book, 
“The Business of Being a Clubwom- 
an.” The book is now on sale at Gen- 
eral Federation headquarters, 1734 N. 
Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., 
price $1.25. Mrs. Winter has gen- 
erously donated all royalties on the 
bovk to the General Federation, so 
while getting the help needed to make 
the club a success clubwomen are 
helping the General Federation when 
they buy the book. 

The history of the club movement is 
sketched in one chapter, the selection of

Mrs. A. P. Brantley,: president of 
the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
; Clubs, has received the following let- 
(ter from Mrs. Alice Ames Winter, 
national chairman of international re- 
lations: 

My dear Madam Chairman: 


It is not a bad thing for those of us 
who are ourselyes vitally interested in bet- 
ter international nnderstanding and who 
are doing our part to push the ideals of 
such better understanding among our con- 
stituents—for us to remind ourselves from 
time to time of how the world is march- 
ing in this direction. 


Three Important Events. 


The month of October included 
events of primary importance: 


1. The meeting in Washington of the 
Interparliamentary union, when represen- 
tatives of the governments of 52 nations, 
under the presidency of Bacon Adelswaerd, 
of Sweden, assembled in our house of rep- 
resentatives for seven days for friendly 
discussion of their mutual relations, espec- 
ially along the lines of ethnic and colonial 
questions; economic and financial questions; 
juridicial questions; reduction of armaments 
and political questions. The value of such 
a conference lies not so much in the actual 
accomplishments as in the fact that it is 
one more big effort of nations to meet 
each other face to face, on a friendly basis, 
and to get each other’s point of view. 

It is interesting to note that among the 
delegates from Germany and Denmark were 
women who were members of the legislative 
bodies of those countries. 


The General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
had the pleasure of giving a most successful 
evening reception to the delegates of the 
interparliamentary union at headquarters in 
Washington and thus, it is hoped, helping 
a little in augmenting the. sense of good 
will between them, and between them and 
the United States. 


2. The Locarno conference stands out as 
one of the greatest: vf steps leading toward 
the peace of Europe and therefore of the 
world. The Americans, newspaper men and 
others, who were privileged to look on, de- 
scribe the spirit that surrounded it as being 
*‘almost miraculous’’ in view. of the hostili- 
ties and agonies that Europe has been going 
through, and the cardat’ « of hostilities to 
come. Locarno was the accomplishment not 
of dreamers but of very hard-headed diplo- 
mats. Its results are. concrete and funda- 
mental, They are, in brief, treaties along 
— lines provided by the ‘League of Na- 

ons.

jicho-Slovakia by which France undertakes 


(a) The Rhineland sechetey pact among 
Germany, Belgium, France, Great Britain 
and Italy. 

(b) Arbitration treaties between Ger- 
many and France; between Germany and 
Belgium; between Germany and Poland; 
between Germany and Czecho-Slovakia. 

(c) “‘Understandings” between France 
and Poland and between France and Cze- 


to guarantee the arbitration treaties be- , 
tween them and Germany. 

The substance of the Locarno agreement 
is to provide that France and Germany shall 
never fight again but shall arbitrate their 
differences; shall establish a demilitarized 
Rhineland between them; and that England 
and Italy agree to aid either party which 
is the victim of the other’s aggression. 

All of this work was done according’ to 
the League of Nations’ procedure, no secret 
treaties, text given to the world, documents 
filed with the secretariat of the league. Its 
security depends on guarantees of many 
nations, thus preventing the treaties from 
being mere ‘‘scraps of paper.’ 

One result has been the immediate 
strengthening of the authority of the League | 
of Nations, and, therefore, it has probably 
a good deal to do with the decisive action 
of the league in: 

3. The League of Nations’ command given 
to Greece and Bulgaria. to evacuate each 
other’s territory within 24 hours, With a 
little war in the Balkans already begun (and 
remember it was a Balkan imbroglio that 
started the world war), here came a fiat 
order, backed by the power of the big na- 
tions, ordering it to stop short. And, al- 
though the two fighting countries have tried 
a make a derisive gesture, like naughty 
boys, minding and yet defying their parents, 
it looks as though the league's command 
was to be obeyed. 


Wars Can Be Stopped. 

Locarno and the Greco-Builgarian affair 
wonld seem to show that the machinery by 
which wars can be stopped is actually js 
tioning. The millennium has not arrived, 
but with the idea of law as a substitute for 
war' being built up by the world court on 
the one side, and the idea that the com-' 
bined foree of nations may be used against 
any aggressiveness on the part of a single 
nation on- the other side, we have certainly 
a right to:think that *‘the world do movre.”’ 

The compelling force behind all these ac- 
complishments is public opinion in all coun- 
tries. We can help te build public opinion 
in the United States.

Brooklyn, as a team, stole five bases 
in one game last season, Had that 
record been halved, quartered or even 
split in tenths, the Robins would not 
have been advertised to the a as 
the slowest team in the National 
league. As it transpired, the efforts 
on that day, September 13, represent- 
ed just one-seventh of all the bases 
pilfered during the season, from which 
it ean be deduced that the Dodgers 
stole 35 sacks. 

In this particular game there was 
some inspiration for the Robins to 
rise from the tomb as it was on this 
day that “Dazzy” Vance broke into 
baseball’s hall of fame with his no- 
hit performance, the Phillies being the 
victims. 

Thirty-five stolen bases are nothing 
to boast of in this day and age. Such 
a total puts the hall mark of extreme 
deliberation on any team. It has 
seldom b¢on equaled. The Dodgers 
themselves did last year when they 
only reached 34 for the season’s sprint- 
ing. Last year it meant a base-bur- 
glary for each four and a half games. 
This year is was just the slightest 
fraction over as the team played only 
155 games.

Big Building Gains Seen 
_ For Southeastern States 


The south’s spectacularn building ac- 
tivities continue unabated with the 
approach of the winter months, The 


72 leading cities of the southern states 
reported $56,162,019 in building per-| 
mits in October as compared with 
$30,791, 451, a gain of S2 per cent, 
according te the national monthly 
building survey of S. W. Straus & 
Co. made public yesterday. The same 
citie¢s reported $53,807,145 of permits 
issued in September, a gain of 
per cent. 

While Florida displayed the most 
phenomenal gains, the Straus figures 
revealed tremendous building opera- 
tions in progress throughout the entire

The Ladies! 


Here, in a book that discusses the 
vagaries of “modern woman” in the 


16th century, is fresh proof. of the 
non-existence of novelty. What a 
familiar note is heard in arraign- 
ments of wives bearing “the cost of 
princes on unworthy shoulders,” and 
in political opposition to those au- 
dacious ladies who, far from their 
proper domestic sphere, sought and 
found places in the Elizabethan court! 
Among the number there were even 
those with an unfeminine taste for 
“the most divine tobacev”’ brought 
home by Sir Walter Raleigh from her 
inajesty’s Virgiain. and who were de- 
terred not a whit by King James’ 
royal counterblast impugning the lady 
who “cannot in more mannerly kind 


entertain her lover than by giving him | 


out of her fair hand a pipe of to- 
bacco.” 

“Society Women of Shakespeare's 
Time” is an agreeable accegmt of the 
lives and manners of those ladies 
whose English home was enviously de- 
scribed by the less fortunate as a 
paradise for women. Very possibly it 
seemed so when compared with the 
restricted liberties of their continental 
sisters whose lines had not fallen in 
so pleasant a place as the land of the 
Virgin Queen. Her subjects’ idoliza- 
tion of their sovereign extended be- 
yond the royal lady to all other 
ladies —stirrounding them with a 
glamour of admiration and reverence. 
As the queen read more Greek than 
the church fathers did Latin, itywas 

natural that the ladies of ‘ier urt | 
took pains to follow her erudite ex- 
ample:.as she possessed a wardrobe 


of 3,000 bejeweled gowns and eighty)’ 
smal] wonder | Wrote a sonnet, ending: 


wigs of many colors, 
that in this particular also they flat- 
tered by imitation to the painful im- 
poverishment of their husbands 
purses. A Puritan pamphleteer named 
Philip Stubbes rated them roundly for 
attempting: to improve on nature’s 
handiwork hy “hypocritically desiring 
te seeme faire,” and for controverting 
the Scriptural statement, “Thou canst 
not make one hair white or black” dy 
exhibiting their own golden or red as 
pleased their fancy. 
Beauty and Wisdom. 

Such a blend of beauty and blue- 
stocking was the society woman of 
Shakespeare’s day—the originals, the 
present author believes, of Portia, 
Viola, Juliet and a dozen others. For- 
tunately Mrs. Wilson does not. at- 
tempt to. say which iady, deyout or 
vengeful, docile or defiant, posed for 
each portrait in the gallery. Interest- 
ing as they are—diverse as the clever 
stateswoman. Lady Raleigh, and the 
maternal Karbara Sidney — some- 
thing ‘must be left to the poct’s 
imagination. Yet the little thread of 
Shakespeare's presence binds, their 
lives together into a semblance of a 
continuous story... The learned Lady 
Russell was one of the Puritan golony 
at Blackfriars who objected so stren- 
uously to the opening in its sacred 
precincts of a cammon playhouse, 
Lady Sidney, looking across the 
Thames from Baynard’s castle, prob- 
ably saw the building of the Globe 
theater on the bankside.

One of the’ women whom Mrs. Wil- } 


son portrays is Penelope Rich, the 
“Stella” of Sir Philip Sidney's adora- 
tion. Fate and a too prudent guard- 
ian had married the black-eyed daugh- 
ter of the’ Devereux to a lord whose 
sole recommendation consisted in a 
name that was not a misnomer. This 
name, like evervthing else belonging 
to his Stella, afforded Sidney an_op- 
portunity for verse; for, more gifted 
than many of the gallants of the time.

Hers 
was the famous quarrel over the cus- 
todianship of Donnington Castle 
which may have provided Shakespeare 
with a suggestion for the opening 
scene of “The Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor;” and an incident of her son’s re- 
ception of an enforced visit from 
some hard-drinking Yorkshire squires 
possibly supplied material for the 
scenes in ““T'welth Night” between the 
fox-hunters and the Puritan Malvolio. 


Other Ladies. 


Lady Russell is the wife of Shake- 
speare’s patron and friend, the Harl 
of Southampton. Desiring ‘only to be 
with her husband and denied this fe- 
licity as a penalty for having married 
one whom Queen Elizabeth delighted 
tv honor, she spent her gentle wife- 
hood in letters to an exile and in dis- 
tracted pleas for the pardon of a 
prisoner. More tragic still was the 
fate of another maid of honor who 
had entered into rivalry with her 
queen; for the Karl of Essex paid for 
his mistake of matrimony by a me- 
teoric fall. Southampton’s conspiracy 
concerning the succession made him 
a resident. of the Tower until the 
Queen’s death: Essex’s share in the 
treason cost him his life. 

An Elizabethan lady of the old 
school was Ann, ~Countess of War- 
weik, one of the two admirable sis- 
ters to whom Spencer dedicated his 
‘Four Hymnes” and Henry Constable

GEORGIA FARMERS 
ARE PROSPEROUS 


The southern farmer is enjoying an 
era of prosperity caused by good 
crops and a better price level than 
usually is the case. This is found to 
be the case by the Georgia department 
of arriculture in a statement on farm 
conditions. Warning is given, how- 
ever, that it is easy to overrate farm 
prosperity and ‘that, while conserva- 
tive judgment warrants present op- 
timism, too much should not be taken 
for granted. 

The harvest is a fine one, but it 
is not a “bumper” one, Instead the 
vield is adjusted well to reasonable 
demands. This makes for more last- 
ing prosperity, it was pointed out by 
officials of the agricultural depart- 
ment. Bumper crops too often bring 
price slumps that destroy the good 
effect of the larger yield. It is much 
better to have what the department 
calls “a splendid harvest” than to 
have the increase overdone with 
“bumper” crops. 

Statistics received here covering 
the entire country show that cotton | 
apparently stands to bring its pro-'| 
ducers an _ income of approximately 
$1,500,000,000, which is about like last 
year, and wheat eete'yy Dy pairereat!

- Agri- 
cultural income will not be greatly 
in excess of last year, it is stated, 
but the point is that this is the sec- 
ond fairly profitable year.

“The other day a newspaper man 
asked me what I thought about heredi- 
tary titles. I replied that the only good 
I could see they served was that they 
were a very good means of getting 
Labor. doctrines into the capitalist 
newspapers. Strangely enough, he 
did not publish that. 

“Let me tell you frankly that | 
shall be very glad when all the ex- 
citement about me has died down. I 
have been just,as much handicapped 
in entering the Labor party as was 
the workingman who entered the Con- 
Servative party. The criticism in my 
case was only the shobbery used in the 
workingman’s case turned the other 
way around.

Dr. A. B. Bruce writes: “What ther 
is the materialistic theory? — Briefly 
and roughly, it is this: That to account 
for all the phenomena of nature, in- - 
cluding those of life, animal and vege- 
table, and of thought, nothing more 
is needed than matter and its prop- 
erties. Matter and force have built 
up the universe, the former being the 
stuff out of which the structure has 


been raised, the latter the architect 


by whose unconscious skill it has been 
shaped into a cosmos. The world proc- 
ess is throughout an affair of mech- 
anism.* The substitute for God in this 
theory is matter in its original, ele- 


_ mentary state, conceived of-as existing 


from eternity, and consisting of an in- 
finite number of atoms moving about 
in empty space.”’

Mat- 
ter is an instrument which the mind 
uses and not an agent which produces 
mind. The fact of the present rela- 
tionship of mind and body no more 
argues that mind is conditionally mat- 
ter than that the musician is condi-— 
tioned on the particdlar instrument 
which he plays. , 

If we are credulous enough to sup- 
pose that the twin god of materialism, 
matter and force can ungonsciously 
produce the human personality, and 
the character of Jesus Christ, then we 
might imagine that unconscious mat- 
ter and force might produce a con- 
scious God. 

The scientist even when he leans 
towards materialism, confesses the im- 
possibility of accounting for concious- 
hess. i 

What would be the final result of 
Atheism? - Many atheists have inherit- 


ed virtue from the religious faith 


which they denied, but in the long run, 


without morals, without” religions, 
without faith, hope and love.

It is evident that those who discharg- 
ed notably the duty of keeping the 
weather facts on straight during the 
past century tossed to equally worthy 

hands the lamps of public knowledge 
when they passed from earthly scenes, 
and that the light still shines, serenely 
and brightly! 

Information was specifically re- 


quested regarding the great drought of 
4846.” Data sent in seems to in- 
dicate that the historic drought of 
1846 took place in 1845. But what’s 
a difference of just one year, in a 
whole century, between perfectly good 
friends!

PECIAL acknowledgement is due 
V. C. Childs, agricultural statis- 
tician, United States bureau of agri- 
cultural economics, with office in the 
Citizens & Southern bank building, At- 
lanta, for his fine cooperation in dig- 
ging out the facts in the case in re- 
sponse to the request in The Consti- 
tution. The greater part of the data 
given in this article comes from this 
source. Mr. Childs writes: 


“During the prolonged and much 
discussed drought in northern Georgia 
this season, small bits of information 
received from time to time indicated 
that we would have to go back as far 
as 1845 to find a situation at all com- 
parable with that of the drought- 
stricken counties of north-central and 
northeastern Georgia. Following these 


\ 


tips, the writer, while on a recent trip 
to Washington, found records in the 
library of the United States bureau of 
agricultural _ economics indicating 
clearly that most of the state experi- 
enced a severe drought in 1845, from 
early March until the middle of July 
and first of August-practically no rain 
being received in some parts of the 
State. 

One of the articles indicates the 
1845 drought to have been more blast- 
ing than any since 1818,’ thereby sig- 


me -# ~ 


nifying that we have had at least three 
extremely dry years—1818, 1845 and 
1925 out of the last one hundred and 
seven. 


“The material was found in the old 
annual reports of the commissioner of 
patents, who at that time evidently 
handled a*miscellaneous lot of records. 
The government was dependent upon 
newspaper articles and an occasional 
letter from correspondents for infor- 
mation on crop conditions throughout 
the country, and it is from these news- 
paper quotations that we receive infor- 
mation regarding the 1845 drought.” 


bes report of the commissioner of 
patents in December, 1845, said: 

“In the month of April the drought 
is stated to have been unusually 
severe in some of the southern states. 
This seems to. have been particularly 
the case in South Carolina and Geor- 
gia. Thus a newspaper of that section 
said: ‘The season continues very in- 
auspicious for the planters of this 
neighborhood. April is rapidly passing 
away without giving showers common 
to the month, The tributary streams 


continue low, and the river is salt up 
to town. Several farmers are using 
brackish or salt water to get up the 
rice crop. Corn and potato crops are 
suffering from the general drought.’ ” 

Under date of Macon, Georgia, 
May 5, 1845, this report came: “The 
severe and destructive drought con- 
tinues, enhancing the value of small 
grain and destroying the prospect for 
a cotton crop. Much of the cotton 
seed planted still remains in the 
ground without a possibility of vege- 
tating until we have rain. The pros- 
pect for the season is by far the worst 
we have ever seen. Many young 
plants have withered from heat, and if

tion. He can tell you that nine-tenths 
of all this mail-order “physical. cul- 
ture” is just hokum. I can tell you 
that this characterization includes the 
majority of the calisthenic (strength 
and beauty) systems, so far as the 
popular fancy of the purpose or effect 
of such exercise goes. 


Among the recognized results of 


good physical education — but not 
“physical culture’—is a quicker re- 
action. The physically educated indi- 
vidual can think more quickly what 
to do in an emergency and he can do 
it more quickly than the individual 
whose education has been neglected 
below the eyebrows. This is demon- 
stratable by scientific and _ practical 
tests. Young men and women under- 
going good physical training show a 
definite shortening of their reaction 
time when this is measured by formal 
tests at intervals. Victims of. the 
“physical culture” charlatans who go 
in for muscular hypertrophy suffer,

The -Macon Telegraph of July, 
1845: “In Crawford, Pike, Monroe, 
Butts, Henry and Fayette counties, no 
rain of consequence has fallen since 
early in March, and we have been as- 
sured by gentlemen in these counties 
that in no part of the state since 1818 
has any drought been more blasting, 
or prospects of the corn crop worse, 
than at present in these counties.” 

A Sumter county, Georgia, report 
of July 4, 1845: “Our section of the 
country bas been severely injured by 
the drought. Corn crop prospects

HORSE ONCE SIZE | 


| OF SMALL DOG 
‘Have you ever thought about the 
history of the horse? Or perhaps 


you had never thought of a horse ex- | 


ne as an animal useful to man. 

ut he lived thousands of years 
before man ever thought of hitching 
him into a cart or riding on his back. 
The earliest horse we know ve 
about was called the Eohippus, an 
what we know of him is only what 
we can guess from fossil remains. 
That he lived in the Rockies we can 
be fairly certain since bones have been 
found in Nebraska, South Dakota and 
\Wyoming. | 

The strangest thing in .a first 
glance at the Eohippus seems to be 
his size. He is very small, no larger 
than a small dog. But the most im- 
portant thing to science was the for- 
mation of his foot. For he had four 
toes and a tiny fifth one. This sort 
of foot was very useful to him since 
he ran in the mud. ‘If he had had a 
hoof like the modern horse, he would 
have sunk too easily into the soft 
ground and would probably not have 
survived. 

The next horse we know of is the 

Orohippus which was 14 inches higher 
than the little Eohippus, It has a 
foot just like the Kohippus except that 
the little toe has disappeared. 
__ Next is the Mesohippus, which was 
about 18 inches in height. It had only 
three toes on each foot and the center 
toe was what later became the hoof 
of the modern horse. 


Last of all is the modern horse as 
we all know him. Where his ances- 
tors had four toes, he now has but 
one with a splint, or small toe above 
and behind it. This sort of foot is 
lots more convenient to him than the 
one with four toes since he travels 
over hard pavement and ground. 

The changé in the horse’s foot. is 
one of the best known examples of 
adaptation know to science. As con- 
ditions changed around the four-toed 
horse, those which could not meet re- 
quirements—that is, could not escape 
their enemies or secure food as well 
as others, died, until gradually only 
those best suited to their environ- 
ment remained to continue the race 
of horses.
